bodying the traces of both. 

He heard the voice of tha 
nightingale and sighed for a 
music diviner still, and then he 
slept, and when he awoke, thpre 
it- i-tood before him, fairest of 
God's creation, last and best of 
all that can be tnought or sight 
be formed, holy, divine, good, 
amiable and sweet. 

The Bible says that woman 
was uot made of dust, but out of 
the flesh and bone of man; and 
Mr. lngersoll has said "consider 
ing the raw material used that 
was the best job ever done in 
this world."

It is announced from the new 
Bureau of MineB in Washington 
that rescue stations, as means of 
reducing the number of deaths in 
coal mines, are to be established 
at Birmingham, Ala., Hunting- 
ton, W. Vu., and Wilkesbarre, 
Pa. There are stations already 
in operation at Pittsburg, Seat- 
tle, Knoxville and Urbaca, 111. 
Six stations are yet to be desiit 
tinted, one of which is to be 
"near the boundary of Southern 
lndiaua and Western Kentucky, 
accessible to the coal fields of 
these two regions and Southern 
Illinois " A stroug effort has 
been made by Evansville, lad., 
to secure this station. Should 
that effort prove successful, Ken- 
tucky, although an extensive coal 
mining state, would have no res 
cue statiou withiu its borders. 
The station at Knoxville would 
be accessible to the coal fields of 
Southern Kentucky while that 
at Huntington. W. Vu., is in

He is a brother 
of Mrs. John C. Latham, who is 
dissatisfied with the provisions 
of her husbana's will, and is 
said to be preparing to take le- 
gal steps to have it set aside. 
Mr. Latham, who was rsputed to 
be a multi millionaire, Ief t haud 
soma bequests to Hopkinsville, 
his native city, These included 
the Latham homestead aud the 
site of his large warehouse, de- 
stroyed by the night riders.which 
he gave to the aity as parks, to- 
gether with $30,000 for their im- 
provement. He also devised a 
fund of $50,000 for the poor of 
the city. To relatives and 
friends, here and elsewhere, he 
left large sums of money, the 
residue of his estate and 10,000 
n cash being provided for his 
widow, who was formerly Miss 
Elsie Gaylord, a Louisville belle. 

The city of Hopkinsville last 
May formally took possession of 
the park properties here. Mr. 
Gaylord, without recognizing the 
will as valid or forfeiting any of 
his sister's rights as a contest- 
ant, proposes, with the city's 
consent, te recommend to Mrs. 
Latham that she give the city 
sum of $50,750 for the pur- 
chase of other grounds as a park 
consideration of the council's 
fusing to accept any of the be 
quests under the will.
